J O S E P H ( OOH. 
The Congregational church last evening 
was well-filled with those anxious to see 
and hear for themselves, Rev. Joseph Cook, 
the I arnotta Boston lecturer. At eight o'clock 
he entered the church accompanied by 
Rev. T. P. Saw lo who introduced him to 
as well made up an audience as ever col­ 
lected in Janesville. His subject of “Does 
Deatn End All?” was not perhaps the most 
popular which he could have chosen, but 
it wadtoaefnevcrlbelefts which WM fall of in* 
tercst especially with his mode of treatment 
The lecture WM not an attempt to prove 
the immortality of the soul, directly, but a 
climax of arguments giving a simple nega­ 
tive answer to the query. It WM a strong 
clinching and complete overthrowing of 
materialism, by calling in the aid of science 
only. All claims of Inspiration and reve­ 
lation were laid outside, and tho speaker 
drew his conclusions from the basis ot 
pure scientific truth. No synoysts of the 
lecture could do it justice, so full WM it ot 
closely linked arguments, based on gener­ 
ally admitted facts. At times duriug the 
lecture a climax would be reached which 
would thrill the audience, and amply repay 
for the rather wearisome statement of de­ 
tailed facts, which preceded each such 
climax. 
Those who went 
to 
the 
lecture 
last evening as to a mere entertainment, 
expecting to sit idly there and be tickled 
and pleased, and carried against their will 
to the zenith of enthusiasm, were greatly 
disappointed. The lecture was not an en­ 
tertaining one, but was grandly education­ 
al in its character, and those who went 
thoro to think with Mr. Coak, and to fol­ 
low closely his argument, were more than 
satisfied. 
It is not mere fun to hear Mr. Cook. It 
is work, but work that repays. Probably 
in the majority of those who heard him 
were disappointed In his oratory. He Is 
far from being a finished orator. Throw­ 
ing aside all established features of orator­ 
ical art, he goes at his theme like a giant 
blacksmith apparently caring tor nothing 
only to 
put 
in good heavy blows. 
He does not sock to play upon the emo­ 
tions, and impresses his hearers with tho 
( fact that he should be ranked as a thinker 
rather than an orator.

Oration - Progress/)I the Bible- Hoses Whitford 
Hood, Milton. 
“For four thousand years the Bible has 
bean the great civilizer of mankind. From 
Mount Sinai, God gave the Jews a com­ 
plete system of laws. 
While they were 
loyal to their divine legislator the Hebrews 
flourished, becoming a great nation, pro­ 
ficient in the arts and sciences. 
It is eyi 
dent that Greece borrowed largely of Ju­ 
dos, and that ber boasted advancement in 
civilization WM, to a large extent, the re­ 
sult of God's revelations to his chosen peo­ 
ple. 
When Christ came, civilization re­ 
ceived a fresh Impulse. 
His teaching 
revolutionized the world. 
Though the 
good seed sown by hts disciples was smoth­ 
ered by the darkness, ignorance aud moral 
depravity of the Dark Ages, the germ still 
lived; and in God’s own good time it 
sprung up Into a mighty tree, extending its 
branches to the uttermost parts of the earth.

Man Is by nature a social being; and all 
influences brought to bear upon the social 
nature ought to receive our careful atten­ 
tion.

th.ee who oppose it know bat little about 
it, and arc not candid. 
Those who are 
uest In their doubts dud no fault with 
the morality of the system, and would 
til i lly accept it were it not for the pride 
of reason. The fear of being thought su­ 
perstitious is a pnweif ul source of opposi - 
lion to the Christian religion. 
Huperali- 
tion is not objectionable It the word is used 
iu its etymological sense. 
Christianity Is 
al< that the race needs to At it for the high­ 
est serial enjoyment. Its opposers should 
reflect that a n ny n-e may help to tear do wu 
what it requires a master to build. 
Mr. Flagler had a well written oration, 
of good thought aud smooth, |* ‘.car compte 
aition, but in delivery was more recitative 
than 
oratorical, 
and 
was 
not 
presented in as earnest a manner as the 
or at i rn merited. 
He showed himself ti 
go.a1 thinker and a natural writer, and 
these qualities overshadowed wholly the 
tosser faults. 
Oration Tho Record of tho Hocks 
Mary 
Lou. 00 Colet ai an, Albia, Iowa. 
Both sacred historians and modern ge­ 
ologists unite in referring to tho com­ 
mencement of the geologic record Indefi­ 
nitely, and speak of it m being in the bo- 
ginning. We are thus given a grander con­ 
ception of the plans of the Deity in regard 
to its future. The first portion of Its de­ 
velopment 
is 
maiked 
by sue ess ive 
changes, the course ol which can be fol­ 
lowed only indirectly. Tke portion of the 
recoid embraced between the first act of 
creative power aud tho time when the 
rocks were prepared to support vegetation 
possesses a peculiar fascination. 
Who 
without great effort can conceive of a 
world destitute of lite. 
Hare no voice ta 
present, but the voice of the Creator, who 
holds the universe in subjection, and de­ 
crees that the principle of constant change 
shall be the means by which Ills unchang­ 
ing purposes arc wrought. By proceeding 
iu the review we reach tho dawn of life. 
From this date the globe resembles a huge 
volume with its biography written indel­ 
ibly on leaves of rock. We can follow the 
record through numerous evolutions, sod 
find improvement visible in each. The last 
act of creation was formation of man, in 
whom WM seen power tar-transcending 
any exhibited in the other forms of life. It 
seems probable that this act does not com­ 
plete the record, because tke grand work 
of another period hM been laid in tho his­ 
tory of the humao being. 
As each rock 
bas an effect on those by which It is sur­ 
rounded, so each individual hM an influ­ 
ence on those around him. The same econ* 
omy is visible in both records. 
Thus, 
through the infinite changes that have 
marked the record of the rocks we are able 
to trace the finger of one of great power 
From the history of the past we may learn 
to trust the luture to the same benevolence 
and bo assured, that there’s a Divinity 
that shapes our ends, rough hew them how 
we will.

His style 
of composition WM such as to bring forth 
clearly what he wanted to say.

ery he was a little sophomorical but was 
earnest, and made his audience feel that be 
had his heart in his theme. 
Oration Summnm Bonum—Jennie Delia Shel­ 
don, Brodhead. 
Wo are all forced to perform some part 
in life's drama, but are at liberty to choose 
what part we will play. This choice is of 
the greatest moment, shaping, as it does, 
the whole course of our existence, and de­ 
termining its (results. Right and Reason 
should be our guides in choosing. These 
recommend for our choice that part which 
is productive of the highest, ultimate good, 
the minimum bonum In Its fullest sense, 
which reason sanctions is the highest well­ 
being of all sontmet life. To pursue this 
summun bonum requires the constant ex­ 
ercise of benevolence, in the high ethical 
sense, of its etymological meaning, as the 
underlying principle of all action. 
Tho treatment of this subject by Mias 
Sheldon was necessarily strongly tinctured 
with theory, and her delivery was rather 
tame. Like most of the ladies she seemed 
to hesitate about making any use of gest­ 
ures in making her effort appear more 
forcible, but her thoughts were so good, 
and so gracefully clothed, that her oration 
was highly appreciated, as it was really 
meritorious. 
Oration—The Present Need—ll. D. Kinney. 
"The present is preeminently an age ol 
activity and progress. 
The great field of 
invention which has been traversed by so 
many and with ever increasing success has 
yielded fruits, the benefits of which will 
ever be a blessing to mankind. Ought we 
not then to be duly grateful to such as by 
selfsacrifice and labor have produced re­ 
sults which are thus beneficial to all ? The 
prosperity of a country can only be insured 
wheu based upon certain principles which 
are not obscure but which by careful ob­ 
servation may be seen and improved. The 
first of these principles is integrity .and true 
progress is based on it. 
The government 
under which we live is the most highly or­ 
ganized and prosperous in existence, in­ 
tegrity is made the rule with us, but is it 
as invariable as it ought to be for the good 
of the nation ? Acquisition of wealth is not 
the surest indication of prosperity nor a 
true standard of human success. 
Highest 
prosperity consists in the possession of the 
nearest approximation to a perfect charac­ 
ter, the noblest manhood. Such a c haracter 
seeks good of society rather than personal 
distinction. Education Is paving the way 
to all that is good and noble. It strength­ 
ens the mind and leads people to see that 
their every interest is promoted by devel­ 
opment of pare morality and true virtue, 
qualities wanting in politicians and mon 
prominent in governmental affairs. When 
the people demand that true and noble 
men shall fill high positions, ami refuse to 
place any but those ic office, a time of 
greater prs apertly will come. 
The ideal 
of morality with most people is far below 
the position it should occupy. 
How it is 
to be raised and the inanes led up to a 
higher excellence is a great question, 
lf 
mankind are ever to attain to the highest 
degree of excellence this result most bu 
reached by the adoption of a standard mor 
ally perfect. 
This d.mu universally, and 
all men conformed lo ii, confidence will be 
complete between man aud man ; decep­ 
tion, fraud and crime will be known no 
more and the great flay of the millenium 
will have fully dawned. 
Mr. Kinney was decidedly self possessed 
in his manner upon the platform, and 
handled his subject iu a pleasing manner, 
putting his thoughts together compactly, 
and iu order. A little more ii re might 
have been warranted in presenting such a 
well wri'ten oration, but the tin ughle 
themselves were such as to attract atten­ 
tion, and the speaker held the audience 
well. 
Oration—Th** Amel iran Sovereign—J. I. Still­ 
man, Farina, Illinois. 
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stability produces famine, bankruptcies 
and panics. To avoid these sudden oscil­ 
lations and their constant evils, there is 
needed a dollar that is substantial, that at 
all times contains a hundred cents. 
This 
must be a single standard. Since silver is 
much more fluctuating and cumbersome 
than gold, this standard should be gold. 
With gold only, for an unlimited legal ten* 
der, and greenbacks at par, with gold at 
all times convertible, together with frac­ 
tional silver coins of limited legal tender 
quality, a currency is established that will 
stand. 
To avert the danger that now 
threatens our 
prosperity, let the re­ 
cently established double standard be re­ 
placed by a single standard of gold. Thus 
there will be laid the foundation of a finan­ 
cial system that shall secure equity among 
the people, strength to the government and 
happiness to every American home. 
Mr. Boyle appeared to more advantage 
than in his salutatory, as he handled his 
mother tongue with which the audience 
was familiar. His subject WM one neces 
sarily difficult to handle in a brief oration, 
and being filled with statistical statements, 
it was naturally non-inspiring to many 
the audience. But he presented many 
practical points so plainly and with such 
au earnest and yet graceful style that 
carried his audience with him, and receiv­ 
ed a hearty applause. He showed that he 
had studied lanhfully his subject, and 
presented some very practical; points.

Hence, nature 
aud the bible must be harmonious. This 
we find to be the cause, in the character 
of both revelations. In nature there ap­ 
pears an endless variety of term and struc 
tutu ; lo the bible every style ot compo­ 
sition, still harmonious and a complete 
uufly.

Law In its highest sense, the will of God 
We read law visibly written in tho history 
of animate and inanimate nature. 
Noth­ 
ing so small as to be beneath; nothing so 
great as to be above; nothing so extensive 
as to reach beyond His universal decree 
Law Implies an agent and a power. The 
planetary system owes its light and motion 
Its existence aQd continuance to law given 
by this power, the Divioe Being. 
The 
perfection of their motion is bat the re­ 
flexion of ilia desire and harmonious oper* 
ation of His laws. As our image vanishes 
tho instant we withdraw from tho mirror, 
so would the motion and magoificenca, the 
beauty and order ut this great system 
withdraw from it, His supporting and 
guiding hand.

All men need the supervision of civil au 
thorny. Whether located in au individual 
or the people, a broad scope of intelligence 
is iu all essential qualification of the sover­ 
eign power of a nation. In our govern­ 
ment each citizen is one of the ^component 
parts which make up this great sovereign 
power, in as much as the people const! 
tate tho sovereignly they must have the 
qualifications el a sovereign. According 
aa the majority are well or ill informed up 
on matters of public interest, the policy of 
the nation will bo directed with wisdom 
aud discretion, or the reverse. It Is there­ 
fore the imperative duty of society to mul­ 
tiply the number competent to'form ration­ 
al opinions, and to diminish the cumber 
whose sovereign power is liable to be mis­ 
directed by crafty demagogues. That a 
political party compoed of intelligent 
members might be made to exert a whole- 
come influence admits of no doubt. But 
there Is a vast difference between a mem­ 
ber and a slave of a political party. 
Through their lnlluenco many an Ameri­ 
can citizen, led captive at the will of parti* 
tao leaders, abuses the confidence of the 
oatlon and proves false to the sacred trust 
committed to his charge. Only by edu­ 
cating the masses of (ne people can we 
render the foundation of our Republic se­ 
cure. it is evideut that we are running 
our national machinery at a terrible loss, 
aud that the prfme cause of this waste of 
energy 19 ignorance. Thousand of our cit­ 
izens are unable to read the names upon 
tLe ballots which they cast. Mein of un­ 
fortunate and vicious men make the civil­ 
ized world shudder at the crimes commit­ 
ted in the name of liberty, (.lur last Con­ 
gress exhibited a degree of imbecility and 
partisanship that ought to bring a bb sh of 
shame to the face of every true Amel.cai 
That our Republic will outride this stormy 
sea of partisan strife we still have reason to 
hope. But while these evils aud abuses 
prevail to such an extent, not only paraly­ 
zing* our iudustries but threatening the 
life of the nation, it is the duty of every 
friend of law and order to labor with un­ 
tiring zeal to strengthen the walls of the 
Republic.

Oration—The Bi metallic Standard of Cnr 
rency, John Henry Boyle, Cold Spring. 
Two metals of unlimited legal tender 
cannot circulate side by side in the 
same country for acy definite length of 
time. It the bullion value of the silver dol­ 
lar is less than its nominal value, silver 
will be at a discount; domestic obligations 
will be discharged in tho cheaper money, 
while the gold, flowing to those foreign 
markets, where its purchasing power is 
greatest, will disappear from circulation, 
and Itave us to fall back upon a depreciat­ 
ed silver standard. If bullion valuo is 
greater than its stamped value, it will be at 
premium, and will be converted into 
bullion, leaving us to revert to the cheaper, 
or gold standard. 
Iovanously the more 
valuable money is exported, while the 
cheaper money remains at home. 
A bi­ 
metallic standard i9, of necessity, an alter­ 
nating standard ; now gold is at a premium, 
and now silver ; aud at every oscillation 
one party gams, while another loses. The 
circulation of money is aptly compared to 
that of the blood. Let It be pure and uni 
form, and health and vigor are diffused 
through the system ; but let it be obstruct 
ed and so vary as to induce chills to-d»y

Care, J . M. Buell, 
Truth is the thought of God, Incompre­ 
hensible la its fulness by finite powers. 
We are apt to mistake the limits ot oor 
vision tor the bounds of knowledge. This 
truism is illustrated in some of the scien­ 
tists of to-day. Prof. Tyndall has asserted 
that all the phenomena of life can be ex­ 
plained by physical causes, and in main­ 
taining this position denies God and im* 
mortality. 
Following this argument, we find only a 
single function of physical life, explained 
by natural causes. All others are ignored. 
lo dealing with physical force and mental 
phenomena, he presents merely unsup­ 
ported and contradictory statements, and 
makes admissions that either overthrow 
all science at confute lies from theories. 
In his treatment of morals, he ignores 
the value of Christian truths and points us 
back principles ot heathen philosophers. 
Mr. Tyndall's nlalu statements make a ten* 
dency in modern scientific thoughts that 
shows itsolf in the writing of many other 
scientists of our day and which has been 
caused by the too*rapid increase of knowl­ 
edge in this field of thought, discoveries of 
nature having been made much faster than 
they could be assimilated. 
This has fed 
men to ignore all other truths except those 
of nature. 
To overcome this tendency 
we want 
men as lecturers and teachers who leave 
mattered the truths oi nature, end are abu* 
to show the harmonies existing between 
them and the trill ii of God.

Oration—.The Influence of Invention—C. a . 
Douglass. 
Man is a helpless being without material 
implements. Yes these Instruments only 
direct the powers within himself, not add­ 
ing anything new. Invention as an art 
has grown slowly into popular favor and 
but (ately has attained its true place. The 
world wauld miss greatly the labor-saving 
machinery in many ways, especially would 
education and science suffer if the inventor 
should cease his work. Tho workmen 
should not feel so dissatisfied but study the 
gam which machinery brings to themselves 
Oration—The Battle of Bannockburn, John 
Steel. 
The Battle of Bannockburn must always 
be remembered as one of the great decis­ 
ive battles of the world. 
The English 
army under the worthless Edward II was 
composed of Welsh aud Irish, tho trained 
troops from Lascony and Flanders, togeth­ 
er with all the chivalry of England, mak­ 
ing in all a grand display. 
Toe Scottish 
army under Bruce, was poorly armed and 
poorly clad. “Their strength was marked 
upon the features of each soldier.” It was 
to be a struggle against selfish interests for 
liberty and righL Bruce exhorted each 
patriot to stand by him In the coming con ­ 
test and conquer or die. The destruction 
of tho Scottish spearman and that of the 
English archers was terrible. 
The advance of the magnificent English 
cavalry woald have won the day but the 
sudden appearance 01 the followers of the 
Scottish camp again turned the tide of the 
battle and gave the victory to the Scots. 
Bannockburn prevented Scotland from 
becoming part ot England on disgraceful 
and humiliating terms. It prevented her 
becoming an Ignorant and down-trodden 
nation, while Its issue as a struggle for 
eternal principle must live forever. 
Oration—Christianity, 
the Solution of the 
Problem of National Life—O. A. Brewer. 
All the nations of the past have looked 
forward 
to 
an 
ideal 
nation. 
The 
Hopes of the world have been centered in 
America ; but though America has made 
much progress, it u yet far from perfect. 
Military power, education and legislation, 
though they have their place, will never 
bring perfection. Not only can law never 
be made more pure than the great national 
heart whose will it formulates, bat if it 
could In itself it possesses no power to pur­ 
ify the individual or to dispel the passions 
of men. 
The principles must be taught 
upon which all right laws are based. These 
principles in their perfection are nowhere 
so clearly and so definitely set forth and 
illustrated as rn the Christian Bible. Hence 
la is not only the prerogative but the du­ 
ty of the government to teach these prin­ 
ciples to the people. 
Oration—1The Development of the Scottish 
Mind, a Result of its Theology—Henry Neill. 
It being generally admitted that Scotch­ 
men in all departments of human life dis* 
ti aguish themselves out of all proportion 
to their numbers, the cause may be traced 
to the result of religious conviction and 
honesty of purpose. The truth of this may 
be seen in the first place by considering 
the national and historical influences of the 
country that prepared the hearts of the 
people for their peculiar belief ; and in the 
second place the elements of this belief as 
approved by the Scotch and as affecting 
their mental development ; and iMtly the 
tendency of its conservative Influence. 
The whole going to show how much the 
religious conviction of a people has to do 
with their stability of character aud of 
government. 
Valedictory—Happiness, the Aim of Life. 
It Is universally acknowledged that hap­ 
piness is et least one of tho essential con­ 
ditions of a successful life ; that it is the 
sole and comprehensive condition is to be 
proved. To do this, virtue, the rival of 
happiness as the aim of life, must be shown 
to be only the means to be attained of hap­ 
piness. This is shown by a study of the 
nature of happiness and a historical devel­ 
opment of the ideas of virtue. The high­ 
est happiness Is found to differ from Im­ 
mediate self-gratification. It also consists 
more in intellectual than in sensual enjoy­ 
ment. The means which experience has 
shown to be essential to the attainment of 
this higher happiness are self- control, re­ 
spect for life and property, charity, benifl- 
cencc. 
These means are so important 
that they, by and by, acquire a respect or 
reverence which more properly belongs to 
their product. 
They become virtues. 
Hence, virtue Is Anally considered an end 
in itself, Instead of the means or condition 
of happiness. 
This historical development of the ideas 
of virtue confirms the proposition with 
which we started, viz.—that virtue is the 
means to tbe attainment of happiness. 
With this is established the fundamental 
proposition, happiness is the aim of life. 
The way 19 now clear to the study of the 
laws and conditions of happiness. 
This 
study we conceive to be the true ultimate 
object of a college course. 
The lesson of 
habitual self-control is continually being 
taught by the daily requirements of the 
clas9-room and every succession of duties 
which have tor their object the culture and 
discipline of the will. The superiority of 
intellectual to bodily gratification Is con­ 
tinually assumed and generally acknowl­ 
edged. The higher duties toward our fel- 
low-men are taught not only so ably by 
direct precept, but also by the history of 
past ages. We realize that these lessons, 
which will have so important an influence 
on tbe success of our life could never have 
been successfully learned without the ald 
tarnished by the college.
